DEPTH OF GREAT LAKES.

The Hydrographic Office at Chicago
Takes New Soundings.
From the Chleago ThinesHerald.

If the chain of great lukes which
bound the northern limits of a portion
Of the United States could be reachiod
to the level of the sca two of the
chalng would be practically wiped oft
the face of the earth, Lake Michigan
would become two liikes much smallor
than the present majestic body of
wiater which lies off Chicagoe, Chin-
goans could trave!l on what I8 now the
bottom of the luke as fur north as n
point midway between the shores off
Milwaukee and Grand Haven withou:
getting thelr feet wet, But while this
stutement duly explained shows the
graat ddepth of the great lukes, the
nuriner I8 concerned only with the
shore line and any obstructions of
navigation In the usual channels, The
recent grounding of a huge freighter
off Drummond Istand in the northern
straits shows how faulty the surveys
nnd soundings of the chaln are rela-
tive to modern vessels,

The freighter standing up the chan-
nel to the “Soo™ was in what her
chart declared to be thirty-four fest of

water, As she deaws about thirteen
